Nichols  Named 
Academic  V.P. 


Music  Program  Celebrates 
Twenty-fifth  Anniversary 


Dr.  John  P.  Nichols,  Core  cur¬ 
riculum  coordinator  and  profes¬ 
sor  of  philosophy,  was  named 
Vice  President  for  Academic  Af¬ 
fairs  October  1 .  He  assumes  a 
position  held  since  August  1  7 
on  an  acting  basis  by  Dr.  Robert 
Garrity,  professor  of  philosophy 
and  English.  Dr.  Garrity  had 
been  Academic  Vice  President 
from  1972  until  July  1,  1984, 
when  Dr.  William  Downard  was 
named  to  the  position.  Dr.  Gar- 
rity's  interim  appointment  fol¬ 
lowed  the  August  1  7  death  of 
Dr.  Downard. 

Dr.  Nichols,  a  native  of  Cin¬ 
cinnati,  Ohio,  joined  the  faculty 
in  1968.  He  earned  his  bache¬ 
lor’s  degree  from  the  University 
of  Dayton  in  1955,  an  S.T.B. 
and  an  S.T.L.  from  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Fribourgh  (Switzerland) 
in  1961  and  1 963,  and  a  Ph.L. 
and  Ph.D.  in  philosophy  from 
the  University  of  Louvain  (Bel¬ 
gium)  in  1965  and  1967. 

Nichols  has  published  in  var¬ 
ious  professional  journals.  He 
authored  a  chapter  in  General 
Education:  Issues  and  Re¬ 
sources  (1980)  and  a  chapter 
entitled  “Modifying  Course 
Content  to  Encourage  Critical 
Awareness"  in  Liberating  Edu¬ 
cation  (1  984),  a  book  that  cites 
Saint  Joseph's  Core  curriculum 
as  one  of  several  meaningful 
and  workable  alternatives  to  the 
traditional  concept  of  liberal 
education. 

He  is  a  member  of  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Association  of  University 
Professors,  the  Indiana  Philoso¬ 
phical  Association,  the  National 
Catholic  Educational  Associa¬ 
tion,  the  National  Humanities 
Council,  the  Philosophy  of  Sci¬ 
ence  Association,  and  serves 


on  the  Advisory  Council  of  the 
Indiana  Catholic  Conference. 


Nichols  is  editor  of  Perspec¬ 
tives ,  the  journal  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion  for  General  and  Liberal 
Studies. 

He  has  had  extensive  admin¬ 
istrative  experience  at  Saint  Joe 
as  chairman  of  the  College’s 
self-study  committee,  modera¬ 
tor  of  the  Student  Senate,  facul¬ 
ty  representative  to  the  Presi¬ 
dent’s  Administrative  Council 
and  Board  of  Trustees,  and  di¬ 
rector  of  spring  and  summer 
sessions.  He  was  named  pro¬ 
fessor  of  the  year  in  1978-79 
and  received  the  Father  Edwin 
Kaiser  Faculty  Scholar  Award  in 
1979-80. 

Nichols  was  project  director 
for  the  National  Endowment  for 
the  Humanities  institute  on  “De¬ 
signing  a  Core  Curriculum”  held 
at  Saint  Joe  in  June  1979.  In 
1977  he  was  a  Danforth  Foun¬ 
dation  Associate  and  also  re¬ 
ceived  a  fellowship  from  the 
Council  for  Philosophical 
Studies. 


Celebrating  its  25th  anniver¬ 
sary  this  summer,  the  Rens¬ 
selaer  Program  of  Church  Music 
and  Liturgy  at  Saint  Joe  began  a 
new  sequence  in  pastoral  liturgy 
during  the  1  984  summer  ses¬ 
sion.  Emphasis  in  guitar  and  pi¬ 
ano  are  to  be  added  at  the  1 985 
summer  session.

SJC,  Core  Receive  National  Recognition 


SJC’s  Core  curriculum  of 
general  education  continues  to 
earn  the  attention  and  praise 
from  coast  to  coast,  with  the 
latest  recognition  coming  in  an 
article  appearing  in  the  October 
22  issue  of  The  Wall  Street 
Journal.  In  it  the  College  is  cited 
as  one  of  the  instutitions  from 
which  “our  prestige  universities 
could  take  a  lesson.”  The  article 
continues  by  saying,  “These 
education  entrepreneurs  have 
earned  growing  respect  for  cur¬ 
ricula  centered  on  the  idea  that 
there  is  something  to  be  learned 
from  the  past  2,500  years.  .  .  . 
It’s  a  correct  notion,  and  to  see 
it  being  raised  on  leading  cam¬ 
puses  is,  to  us,  exciting.”

Saint  Joe’s  Core  program  is 


also  applauded  in  the  recently 
published  book,  Liberating  Edu¬ 
cation ,  by  Zelda  F.  Gamson  and 
Associates. 

Harvard  University  sociologist 
Dr.  David  Riesman,  in  the  book’s 
afterword,  writes:  “It  is  extra¬ 
ordinary  that  Saint  Joseph’s 
College  should  have  come  up 
with  and  taught  since  1  969  one 
of  the  most  intellectually  ex¬ 
citing  general  education  curric¬ 
ula  to  be  found  anywhere  in  this 
country.”

Saint  Joseph’s  has  been  in¬ 
cluded  in  the  third  edition  of 
Peterson’s  Competitive  Col¬ 
leges ,  a  profile  of  302  colleges 
and  universities  that  consistent¬ 
ly  attract  applicants  with  above- 
average  qualifications.  The  insti¬ 


tutions  listed  in  the  guide  repre¬ 
sent  less  than  ten  percent  of  all 
American  institutions  of  higher 
education. 

Peterson’s  Competitive  Col¬ 
leges  shows  which  schools  have 
the  most  competitive  admissions 
profile  based  on  objective  data 


which  includes:  ratio  of  appli¬ 
cants  to  number  of  students  ac¬ 
cepted,  freshman  entrance  ex¬ 
amination  scores  (SAT,  ACT), 
and  freshman  rank  in  high  school 
graduating  classes.

These  kudos  come  hard  on 


the  heels  of  the  publicity  Saint 
Joe  received  in  the  March  1  984 
issue  of  Money  magazine,  and 
the  positive  notice  of  Core  which 
appeared  in  the  Chronicle  for 
Higher  Education,  resulting  from 
a  report  released  by  the  National 
Institute  of  Education. 
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Grandma  Back  in  School 


Twenty  years  ago  campuses 
across  this  nation  were  in  up¬ 
roar.  It  all  started  about  that  time 
at  Berkeley  —  University  of 
California.  Now  Saint  Joseph’s 
College  is  reflecting  on  the  fact 
that  I  have  been  at  the  helm 
since  that  time.  I  suppose  I 
could  attribute  my  longevity  to 
the  disturbances  during  the  late 
’60s,  since  not  many  others 
wanted  this  kind  of  job. 

Twenty  years  seems  like  a 
very  short  time  to  me,  to  others 
it  means  a  whole  generation. 
My  own  life  at  Saint  Joseph’s 
goes  back  35  years  to  1949, 
or  even  1 940  when  I  was  a  stu¬ 
dent  here.  I  do  have  an  advan¬ 
tage  that  I  share  with  many 
others  of  having  seen  at  least  a 
good  portion  of  half  the  life  of 
the  College  parade  before  my 
eyes. 

From  those  years  as  u  student 
until  this  day,  I  am  constantly 
impressed  with  the  quality  of  the 
people  who  have  worked  here 
to  provide  Catholic  education  to 
all  who  came  here.  Earlier  this 
semester  we  buried  Professor 
Tonner,  and  before  that  Father 
(Doc)  Kaiser.  Both  were  among 
the  lamplighters  upon  whose 
shoulders  our  present  faculty 
can  stand  to  continue  to  light 
the  way  for  this  generation  of 


students.  Just  before  school 
began  we  suffered  the  loss  of  a 
distinctive  lamplighter,  Bill 
Downard,  who  enkindled  aflame 
that  will  be  seen  well  into  the 
next  century. 

The  point  of  my  remarks  on 
this  my  20th  anniversary  is  that 
so  many  have  served  this  col¬ 
lege  to  bring  it  to  its  present 
state  of  distinction  in  the  arena 
of  Catholic  higher  education. 
Whatever  national  recognition 
the  College  has  received  and 
will  receive  must  be  shared  with 
those  who  have  gone  before  us, 
and  we  toast  them  on  this  occa¬ 
sion. 

It  is  not  20  years  of  accom¬ 
plishments  that  must  be  remem¬ 
bered  but  all  that  has  happened 
here  through  93  years.  A  review 
of  my  20  years  will  certainly 
take  place,  but  more  important 
is  a  remembrance  of  all  the 
years  that  have  brought  this  col¬ 
lege  to  its  present  status.  After 
looking  back  we  can  look  for¬ 
ward  with  confidence  and  re¬ 
newed  hope  for  a  wonderful 
future  as  we  contemplate  our 
centennial  in  1991  and  our  ser¬ 
vices  to  youth  in  the  21st  cen¬ 
tury.

Capital 
Drive  Ends, 
Annual  Fund 
Renewed 

The  largest  capital  funds  ap¬ 
peal  in  Saint  Joseph’s  history 
has  posted  over  $7.1  million  in 
pledges  as  of  September  1 984. 
This  success  was  achieved 
through  the  diligence  of  the 
Campaign’s  volunteer  leadership 
and  the  generosity  of  alumni/ae 
and  friends  of  the  College.  The 
able  chairmanship  of  Phil  Wil¬ 
helm  ’63  was  of  singular  signif¬ 
icance  in  ensuring  the  effort’s 
success. 

“Many  people  worked  long, 
hard  hours  to  make  this  a  suc¬ 
cessful  venture,”  states  Wil¬ 
helm,  vice  president  of  F.A.  Wil¬ 
helm  Construction,  Inc.,  of  Indi¬ 
anapolis.  “It  has  paid  off  in  solid¬ 
ifying  Saint  Joseph’s  financial 
foundation  and  its  ability  to  offer 
a  quality  education  for  years  to 
come." 

Funds  provided  through  the 
Campaign  have  advanced  sev¬ 
eral  campus  renovation  projects: 
the  rebuilding  of  utility  systems, 
installation  of  energy-saving  de¬ 
vices,  and  the  implementation 
of  a  preventive  maintenance 
program.  New  facilities  for  the 
psychology  and  communications 
departments  have  been  devel¬ 
oped,  and  the  computer  center 
has  been  renovated  and  has  ac¬ 
quired  a  sophisticated  academic 
computer  system.  Dwenger  Hall 
has  been  remodeled  to  provide 
office  space  for  faculty  work 
and  study,  as  well  as  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  student  counseling. 
Various  classrooms,  science 
laboratories,  and  student  resi¬ 
dence  halls  have  been  refur¬ 
bished,  resulting  in  marked  im¬ 
provement  in  the  appearance  of 
the  campus  buildings  and 
grounds. 


Construction  of  the  new  Core 
Center  and  renovation  of  the 
Arts  and  Science  Hall  and  Pow¬ 
erhouse  will  proceed  as  fulfill¬ 
ment  of  pledge  obligations  per¬ 
mits. 


Augmenting  the  College’s  en¬ 
dowment  is  a  Campaign  achieve¬ 
ment  of  great  importance.  The 
National  Endowment  for  the  Hu¬ 
manities  challenge  grant  of 
$400,000  has  received  gifts 
and  pledges  totaling  $750,000 
toward  the  $1.2  million  goal. 
These  monies  will  help  create  a 
$1 .6  million  endowment  for  the 
Core  program,  and  the  appeal  is 
well  on  its  way  to  meeting  the 
May  1 986  deadline. 


The  conclusion  of  the  capital 
drive  heralds  a  renewal  of  the 
Annual  Fund  effort.  The  promo¬ 
tion  of  giving  clubs  will  be  a  key 
factor  in  the  new  SJC  Annual 
Fund.  Additional  clubs,  the  Twin 
Towers  Club  ($1,000  annual 
gift)  and  the  Father  Banet  Club 
($5,000  annual  gift),  have  been 
established  to  attract  new  and 
increased  financial  support  of 
the  College  and  to  enhance  the 
recognition  of  donors.  The  in¬ 
auguration  of  these  clubs  will 
occur  during  the  1984-85 
school  year  in  conjunction  with 
festivities  celebrating  Father 
Banet’s  20th  anniversary  as 
president.

From  October  1  8  to  21 ,  Saint 
Joseph's  Communications  and 
Theater  Arts  Department  and 
the  Columbian  Players  enter¬ 
tained  the  College  community 
with  a  production  of  Bedroom 
Farce  by  Alan  Ayckbourn.  A 
comedy  in  two  acts,  Farce 
dramatizes  the  situation  of  four 
married  couples  who  find  them¬ 
selves  in  three  bedrooms. 


Brother  James  Mignery  di¬ 
rected  the  play.  This  is  his  fourth 
year  of  managing  and  directing 
the  theater  department.  As  to 
why  he  chose  Farce,  he  replied, 
“I  have  always  enjoyed  —  and 
had  the  desire  —  to  direct  this 
play.  It’s  the  comic  genius  of 
Ayckbourn.  He  creates  a  comic 
moment  through  situations 
rather  than  one-liners.” 


Hogan  Named  Interim 
Men’s  Basketball  Coach 


George  Waggoner,  head  bas¬ 
ketball  coach  since  May  1976, 
resigned  his  coaching  duties  in 
August,  after  having  lead  the 
Pumas  to  a  cumulative  110-111 
record  during  eight  seasons.  In 
September,  Waggoner  entered 
a  sales  and  management  trainee 
program  with  the  Prudential  In¬ 
surance  Company  at  Jackson¬ 
ville,  Florida. 

Waggoner's  tenure  at  Saint 
Joe  was  highlighted  by  his 

1977- 78  squad,  which  posted 
a  1 9-8  record  and  earned  a 
postseason  berth  in  the  NCAA 
Great  Lakes  Regional,  and  the 

1978- 79  team,  which  finished 
20-10,  won  the  Great  Lakes 
Valley  Conference  and  Great 
Lakes  Regional  championships, 
and  advanced  to  the  NCAA  post¬ 
season  Division  II  quarterfinal 
round. 

‘‘We’ve  had  some  great  times 
and  some  very  satisfying  suc¬ 
cesses  in  these  eight  years  at 
Saint  Joseph’s,”  Waggoner  said, 
“and  I  want  to  thank  college 
president  Father  Charles  Banet 
and  the  school’s  administration 
for  the  support  I’ve  been  given 
during  this  time.” 

Dr.  William  Hogan,  Director  of 
Athletics,  will  assume  the  duties 
of  head  basketball  coach  until  a 
permanent  arrangement  is  made. 
A  1974  graduate  of  Saint  Jo¬ 
seph’s  with  a  bachelor  of  sci¬

State-of-the-Art 


Computers  at  Saint  Joe 


Computer  science  students 
at  Saint  Joe  have  a  definite  ad¬ 
vantage  in  terms  of  state-of-the- 
art  equipment,  as  well  as  availa¬ 
bility  of  hands-on  experience 
with  that  equipment. 

Brian  Capouch,  Director  of 
Computing  Services,  explains 
that  the  computer  laboratory  is 
run  entirely  by  computer  sci¬ 
ence  students,  rendering  prac¬ 
tical  experience  that  cannot  be 
gathered  more  effectively  in  any 
other  way.  “At  most  larger 
schools,  the  average  under¬ 
graduate  student  would  never 
assume  the  same  responsibili¬ 
ty;  ..  .  normally  equivalent 
duties  would  be  given  only  to 
graduate  students  or  employ¬ 
ees,”  he  states. 

Saint  Joe  computer  students 
have  increasingly  landed  high- 
paying  jobs  with  prestigious 
firms  immediately  upon  gradua¬ 
tion,  and  many  of  them  make 
clear  that  their  administrative- 
level  experience  in  college  puts 
a  giant  plus  on  their  resumes 
and  markedly  improves  their 
hirability. 


“We  also  offer  a  high  degree 
of  actual  on-line  availability  per 
student,”  Capouch  reports.  “We 
have  more  terminals  per  student 
than  most  schools  and  thus  our 
students  can  access  our  sys¬ 
tems  more  easily.” 

The  computer  department  em¬ 
ploys  the  PRIME  550  Model  II 
minicomputer  and  the  Gimix 
Model  GMX-III  timesharing  mi¬ 
crocomputer.  Both  systems  are 
running  at  just  under  half  of  their 
full  user  potential,  thus  enhanc¬ 
ing  their  performance  in  com¬ 
parison  to  their  being  run  at  full 
load. 

Computer  science  is  a  popular 
major  at  Saint  Joe  —  there  were 
42  such  majors  last  semester  — 
but  it’s  even  more  popular  for 
students  to  combine  computer 
science  with  a  group  or  double 
major.  Last  semester,  78  stu¬ 
dents  majored  in  the  combined 
areas  of  accounting-computer, 
finance-computer,  business  ad¬ 
ministration-data  processing,  or 
mathematics-computer.

Rabbi  Albert  Yanow  of  Temple

Rabbi  Yanow  is  a  graduate  of 
the  University  of  Massachusetts. 
He  was  ordained  a  rabbi  in  1 945 
by  Hebrew  Union  College-Jew- 
ish  Institute  of  Religion  in  New 
York  City,  where  he  earned  an 
M.H.L.  degree. 


He  has  served  as  director  of 
the  B’nai  B’rith  Hillel  Founda¬ 
tions  at  the  Universities  of  Mary¬ 
land,  Indiana,  and  Southern  Cal¬ 
ifornia.  He  was  a  chaplain  to  the 
U.S.  Navy  and  the  rabbi  of  con¬ 
gregations  in  Needham,  Massa¬ 
chusetts  and  Pueblo,  Colorado. 

Rabbi  Yanow  spent  1 0  years 
in  Israel.  While  there  he  served 
on  the  administrative  staff  of  the 
Hebrew  University  in  Jerusalem 
and  as  a  banker.  He  returned  to 
the  U.S.  in  1979.

IN  MEMORIAM 


William  L.  Downard  ’63 


Less  than  50  days  after  his 
assumption  of  the  office  of 
Vice  President  for  Academic 
Affairs,  William  Downard  died 
on  August  17,  1984,  after 
undergoing  follow-up  heart 
surgery  at  Chicago’s  Presby¬ 
terian  -St.  Luke  Hospital.  He 
had  previously  undergone 
heart  bypass  surgery. 

The  dedication  to  the  Col¬ 
lege  that  characterized  his 
entire  adult  life  was  manifest 
in  the  first  days  of  his  ad¬ 
ministration  as  Vice  Presi¬ 
dent  and  his  last  days  among 
us.  Father  Banet  reports  that 
Dr.  Downard  “looked  forward 
to  this  new  school  year  with 
great  excitement  and  he  con¬ 
tinued  to  work  with  us  on 
preparations  until  just  shortly 
before  surgery.” 

The  funeral  was  held  on 
August  20,  with  Mass  cele¬ 
brated  in  the  Saint  Joseph’s 
College  Chapel,  Father  Banet 
presiding. 

Bill  Downard  received  his 
bachelor’s  degree  from  SJC 
in  1963,  a  master’s  degree 
from  the  University  of  Cincin¬ 
nati  in  1964,  and  his  doc¬ 
torate  from  Miami  University 
(Ohio)  in  1969.  He  joined 
Saint  Joseph's  faculty  in 
1  969  and  was  named  pro- 
fessor-of-the-year  by  the 
students  in  1974-75.  The 
Student  Senate  also  named 
him  winner  of  the  Wooden 
Cask  Award  in  1976-77, 
and  he  won  the  Father  Edwin 
Kaiser  Faculty  Scholar 
Award  in  1981.  Named  chair¬ 
man  of  the  department  of 
history  in  1976,  he  served 
as  Acting  Vice  President  for 
Academic  Affairs  during  Fall 
1  982. 

During  1983-84,  he  par¬ 
ticipated  in  the  American 
Council  on  Education  Pro¬ 
gram  in  Academic  Adminis¬ 
tration,  taking  part  in  an  in¬ 
ternship  under  the  direction 
of  Dr.  Ronald  Walker,  Senior 
Vice  President  and  Dean  of 
Faculties  at  Loyola  University 
of  Chicago. 

Dr.  Downard  also  received 
two  National  Endowment  for 
the  Humanities  Summer  Sem¬ 
inar  grants  and  subsequently 
participated  in  seminars  at 
the  University  of  Michigan  in 
1975  and  the  University  of 
Illinois-Chicago  in  1980. 

He  published  several  ar¬ 
ticles  and  two  books:  The 
Cincinnati  Brewing  Industry: 
A  Social  and  Economic  His¬ 
tory  (1973)  and  Dictionary  of 


the  History  of  the  Brewing 
and  Distilling  Industries 
(1980). 

Professional  organizations 
in  which  he  was  member  in¬ 
clude  the  American  Historical 
Association,  the  Organiza¬ 
tion  of  American  Historians, 
and  the  American  Association 
of  Higher  Education. 

Dr.  Downard’s  survivors  in¬ 
clude  wife  Sue,  and  four 
children:  Becky,  20;  David, 
19;  Mary  Beth,  17;  and 
Steve,  14.  Dr.  Downard’s 
parents,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  William 
Downard,  reside  in  his  native 
Cincinnati. 

A  scholarship  fund  has 
been  established  in  memory 
of  Dr.  Downard.  Those  wish¬ 
ing  to  participate  can  send 
their  donations  to  the  William 
Downard  Scholarship  Fund, 
Box  870,  Saint  Joseph's 
College,  Rensselaer,  Indiana 
47978.  The  Class  of  ’63, 
under  the  direction  of  Richard 
Hanson  ’63,  is  conducting  a 
special  appeal  among  its 
members  for  the  fund. 

Dr.  Robert  Garrity,  pro¬ 
fessor  of  English  and  philos¬ 
ophy,  served  as  interim  Vice 
President  for  Academic  Af¬ 
fairs  until  October  1 ,  when 
Dr.  John  Nichols,  Director  of 
the  Core  Curriculum,  was 
named  to  the  position.  Dr. 
Garrity  served  as  Vice  Presi¬ 
dent  from  July  1972  to  July 
1  984. 

Edwin  G.  Kaiser,  C.PP.S.  ’15 

Father  Edwin  Kaiser,  90, 
professor  emeritus  of  theol¬ 
ogy,  died  Sunday  morning, 
September  1 6.  He  was  buried 
at  the  cemetery  at  Saint 
Charles  Seminary  in  Cartha- 
gena,  Ohio. 

Born  on  October  8,  1  893, 
in  Cedar  Grove,  Indiana, 
Father  Kaiser  entered  the 
Society  of  the  Precious 
Blood  in  1  908.  He  first  came 
to  Rensselaer  as  a  student  at 
Saint  Joseph’s  College  Aca¬ 
demy  during  1  909-1913.  He 
completed  his  undergraduate 
education  at  Saint  Joe 
( 1 9 1 3- 1  5)  and  Saint  Charles 
Seminary  (1915-17),  and 
was  ordained  May  5,  1921. 

He  received  an  S.T.D. 
degree  in  dogmatic  theology 
from  St.  John  Lateran  in 
Rome  in  1  923  and  did  addi¬ 
tional  postgraduate  work  at 
the  Gregorian  University 
(1923-24)  in  Rome  and  St. 
Louis  University  (summer 
1947).  He  received  an  hon¬ 
orary  degree  from  SJC  dur¬ 
ing  commencement  exercises 
in  1967. 

Father  Kaiser  served  on 
the  faculty  at  Saint  Charles 
Seminary  during  1924-38, 
was  assigned  to  the  Char¬ 
lottesville  (Virginia)  Precious 
Blood  Mission  House  in 
1  938-40,  returned  to  Saint 
Charles  during  1940-44, 
and  served  on  the  faculty  of 
Saint  Joe  from  1 944  to 
1966.  Upon  official  retire¬ 
ment  from  teaching  he  pur¬ 
sued  his  work  as  scholar, 
author,  and  translator. 

Numerous  articles,  papers, 
and  translations  are  some  of 
Father  Kaiser's  accomplish¬ 


ments.  He  also  wrote  several 
parish  histories. 

In  recognition  of  his 
scholarship,  Saint  Joseph’s 
initiated  the  Father  Kaiser 
Faculty  Scholar  Award  and 
named  Father  Kaiser  its  first 
recipient.  The  award  con¬ 
tinues  to  be  awarded  to  fac¬ 
ulty  members  on  the  basis  of 
outstanding  scholarship. 

Father  Kaiser  was  a 
member  of  the  Indiana  Phil¬ 
osophical  Association,  Amer¬ 
ican  Philosophical  Associa¬ 
tion,  American  Catholic  Phil¬ 
osophical  Association,  Cath¬ 
olic  Theological  Society  of 
America,  Society  of  Catholic 
College  Teachers  of  Sacred 
Doctrine,  and  the  Medieval 
Academy  of  America. 


Thomas  M.  Ryan 


Thomas  Ryan,  professor 
emeritus  of  education,  died 
August  3  in  North  Palm 
Beach,  Florida. 

Ryan  served  on  Saint  Jo¬ 
seph’s  faculty  during  1  963- 
73  as  an  assistant  professor 
of  education  and  as  director 
of  guidance  and  counseling. 
He  received  his  bachelor’s 
degree  in  1  929  from  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Dayton  and  his 
master's  in  1941.  He  was 
honored  with  an  LL.D.  from 
Saint  Joe  in  1  976. 

Ryan  was  a  member  of  the 
National  Guidance  Associa¬ 
tion,  the  American  Personnel 
and  Guidance  Association, 
and  the  Indiana  State  Teach¬ 
ers  Association. 

Ryan  is  survived  by  daugh¬ 
ter  Cecilia  Ann. 


Paul  Carl  Tonner 


Paul  Tonner,  92,  retired 
music  professor  of  Saint  Joe, 
died  Monday,  September  24, 
at  his  home  in  Rensselaer. 

Born  June  1,  1892,  in 
Foehren,  Germany,  Tonner 


was  educated  at  Trier  Uni¬ 
versity  School  of  Music  in 
Trier,  Germany.  After  coming 
to  the  United  States  in  1  91 1 , 
he  attended  the  University  of 
Chicago  School  of  Music. 
From  1911  to  1  91 8  he  was 
organist  and  choir  director  at 
St.  Francis  Basilica  in  Dyers- 
ville,  Iowa. 

In  1 91 8  he  came  to  Rens¬ 
selaer  and  was  director  of 
music  at  Saint  Joe  until 
1963.  He  was  organist  and 
choir  director  at  St.  Augus¬ 
tine’s  Church  in  Rensselaer 
from  1923  to  1969. 

Tonner  had  been  a  director 
of  bands  in  Remington,  Wol¬ 
cott,  Brook,  and  Rensselaer, 
and  after  World  War  I  and 
World  War  II  was  director  of 
the  American  Legion  Post  29 
Drum  and  Bugle  Corps.  He 
composed  1 04  piano,  choir, 
and  organ  compositions  dur¬ 
ing  his  lifetime. 

He  was  a  member  of  the 
Order  of  Forestry,  a  Saint 
Joseph’s  College  Fellow, 
and  received  his  Doctor  of 
Letters  degree  in  1957. 

He  is  survived  by  wife 
Catherine  Reiff,  daughters 
Pauline,  Helen,  and  Suzanne, 
and  sons  Donald,  George, 
Leo,  Robert,  Arthur,  Gerald, 
and  Harold. 


Daniel  B.  McDevitt  ’50 


On  August  7,  1  984,  Daniel 
McDevitt  died  from  complica¬ 
tions  following  an  auto-truck 
accident  in  Anchorage,  Al¬ 
aska.  He  and  his  wife  Eliza¬ 
beth  had  been  on  vacation, 
fishing  and  enjoying  the 
Alaskan  scenery,  as  well  as 
visiting  son  Patrick,  daugh¬ 
ter-in-law  Dottie,  and  only 
grandchild  Daniel  Patrick  (1 1 
months).  After  the  July  1 1 
accident,  McDevitt  was  in  an 
intensive  care  unit  for  a 
month.  A  pulmonary  embol¬ 
ism  caused  his  death.  He 
would  have  reached  the  age 
of  60  on  August  1 4. 

McDevitt  attended  SJC  as 
a  veteran  of  World  War  II, 
where  he  was  in  the  95th  In¬ 
fantry  Division  and  a  member 
of  General  George  Patton’s 
Honor  Guard.  Dan’s  maternal 
uncle  was  a  professor  at 
Saint  Joe's:  Father  Frederick 
Fehrenbacher,  C.PP.S.  (d 
1959).  He  witnessed  the 
marriage  of  Dan  and  Eliza¬ 
beth  in  1951. 

His  last  six  years  were 
spent  as  Guidance  Depart¬ 
ment  Chairman  for  Lake  Cen¬ 
tral  High  School  in  St.  John, 


Indiana.  His  professional  ca¬ 
reer  included  service  as  Dep¬ 
uty  State  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction,  Director  of 
Teacher  Licensing  for  the 
State  of  Indiana,  Director  of 
Schools  for  the  Archdiocese 
of  Indianapolis,  and  Director 
of  Educational  Laboratory 
Experiences  at  Indiana  and 
Purdue  Universities.  He  was 
also  a  teacher  at  Calumet 
High  School,  assistant  prin¬ 
cipal  at  Pulaski  School  in 
Gary,  and  a  teacher  at  Gary 
Emerson  High  School. 

Survivors  include  wife 
Elizabeth  and  five  children: 
Patrick,  Daniel,  Elizabeth 
Ann,  Kevin,  and  Jean  Marie. 

Military  honors  include  the 
Purple  Heart  and  Bronze  Star. 

His  academic  career  be¬ 
yond  Saint  Joe  saw  him  earn 
his  master's  degree  from 
Roosevelt  University  and  his 
Ph.D.  from  Indiana  Univer¬ 
sity. 

He  is  remembered  by  his 
colleagues  at  Lake  Central  as 
a  “modest  man  with  a  wry 
sense  of  humor,”  and  as  one 
who  “had  the  best  interests 
of  the  students  at  heart,  go¬ 
ing  out  of  his  way  to  accom¬ 
modate  them.”

’27  (d.  1982)  had  asked 
Boecke  in  the  early  ’60s  to 
work  with  him  on  the  Fund. 
Boecke  lead  the  appeal  to 
success  after  success,  con¬ 
stantly  looking  for  ways  to 
improve  and  broaden  its  ap¬ 
peal  to  the  faithful.  Many  of 
his  co-workers  remember  his 
slogans:  “Pray  —  Work  — 
Pledge.”  “Always  give  your 
own  gift  first.” 

David  L.  Hipskind  ’46 

David  Hipskind,  59,  died 
July  4.  An  active  member  of 
the  Church  in  the  Diocese  of 
Fort  Wayne-South  Bend, 
Hipskind  served  on  the  board 
of  the  diocese  and  as  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  parish  council  of 
St.  Anthony’s  Church  in  An¬ 
gola.  He  was  active  in  the 
Cursillo  movement  and  helped 
in  getting  the  Human  Rights 
Commission  off  the  ground  in 
Fort  Wayne.
